KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE. 

IN SENATE. 

Tuesdat, Feb. 15, 1848. 

Senate was opened with prayer by the Rev. Mr. 
RuBi>soN,of the Presbyterian Church. 

Journal was read by the Clerk. 

A messapre from the House, by the Clerk, an- 
nouncing the passage of certain bills, &c. 

High Court of Impeachment. 

The Court being duly opened for the trial of Jno. 
A. Duff, late Surveyor of Perry county, for high 
crimes and misdemeanors in office, the counsel for 
the said Duff, moved the court not to take further 
jurisdiction of this case, but to dismiss the same, 
upon the following grounds and for the following 
reasons: 

1. Because it appears from the evidence which 
has been given to the court, that on the 19th day of 
September, 1843, Jarksoti G. Combs was, on that 
day, duly appointed and commissioned Sur\-eyor of 
Perry county, in the place of John A. Duff, the re- 
spomlent. and that afterwards, to-wii: at the No- 
vember term, 1843, of said County Court, the said 
court took the oaths of office, and executed bond as 
required by the then existing laws of this Com- 
monwealth. 

2. That said Jackson G. Combs, has ever since 
exercised the duties of said office of Surveyor of 
Perry county, and he, and none other, has ever sinco 
been recognized by the proper authorities of this 
State, as the Surveyor of Perry county. 

3. That said Duff has not, since the appointment 
of said Combs as aforesaid, been Surveyor of Perry 
county. 

4. That said John A. Duff, was not, at the 
time the articles of impeachment were preferred 
against him by the House of Representatives, nor 
4.t any time since, been Sur\’eyor of Perry county. 

5. That said John A. Duff, was not, at the organ- 
ization of tliis court for his trial on said articles of 
impeachment, nor at any time since, Surveyor of 
Peny county. 

6. That this court cannot pronounce any judg- 
ment against John A. Duff, as Surveyor of Perry 
county, w hen he was not in office at the time of 
pronouncing such judgment. 

The motion having been argued by 3Ir. Harlan 
in favor of it, and Mr. Speed against, on motion, 
the court took a recess until 3 o'clock. 

Evesing Session. 

The evening session was consumed by 3Iessrs. 
Towles and Moore, arguing against the motion, 
and Mr. Harris in favor of it. At 6 o’clock the 
Court adjourned until morning. 

On motion, the Senate adjourned.

3Ir. J. STEVENS made a statement of the facts 
in the case, and advocated the passage of the bill, 
and it was passed. 

Also, a bill concerning the tenth and eleventh Ju- 
dicial districts, with the opinion that it ought not to 
pass; read and rejected. 

Also, a bill authorising the Sergeant of the Court 
of .Appeals to collect co.sts; read and passed. 

.Also, a bill to enlarge the powers of the Trustees 
of the town of Mt. Washington, in Bullitt county; 
read and passed. 

Also, asked leave to be discharged from the fur- 
ther consideration of the leave to bring in a bill for 
the benefit of the infant heirs of Sarah Ford; 
granted. 

.Also, a hill to amend the road law in the county 
of Knox: read, and on motion of 

Mr. CULTON, the further readings w’ere dispens- 
ed with, and the bill was passed. 

Also, reported back the resolutions oftered by Mr. 
Hughes, in relation to costs in vexatious suits, &c., 
with the opinion that they ought not to be adopted. 

Mr. COMBS stated the grounds upon which the 
report was based. 

Mr. HUGHES advocated the resolutions, and 
urged that the bill might be so drafted, as to place 
a barrier to the bringing of suits of a vexatious 
character, for libel, assault, slander, &c. He in- 
stanced, that two men men meeting in the street, the 
one might insult by his language the other, and the 
second retorting by an assault, the first would com- 
mence a suit and obtain perhaps a verdict of one 
cent, and thus involve the person actually in the 
right, in a large bill of costs — so, in like manner 
with slander. He advocated the necessity of the 
passage of such a bill as these resolutions contem- 
plated, and insisted that it would result in the sup- 
pression of many vexatious suits. A worthless 
fiend in human shape w’ould intentionally insult and 
slander a respectable man, for the purpose of insti- 
gating him to commit an assault, in order that he 
might have an opportunity to mulct him in a heavy 
bill of costs, by the recovery of barely one cent.; he 
proposed by these resolutions, to increase the amount 
to five dollars, as the sum necessary to carry the 
costs against the defendant. It was equivolent to 
saying, that the Jury should have the power 
of saying whether insulting language or slander 
should be plead in excuse or justification of the 
assault. He moved to re-coniinit the 2d resolu- 
tion to the Judiciary committee, with instructions to 
bring in a bill. 

Orders of the Day. 

The apportionment bill being first in the orders, 

Mr. WRIGHT moved to discharge the committee 
of the whole from the further consideration of said 
bill; carried. 

Mr. B.ARLOW moved to take up out of the orders 
the bill in relation to the Penitentiary; carried. 

31r. B.ARLOW moved that the committee of the 
whole be discharged Ifotn the further consideration 
of said bill; carried. 

.A Senate bill to provide for a settlement with the 
Keeper of the Penitentiary, and for the election of 
a Keeper or Keepers for the next six years. 

The question being on the adoption of the amend- 
ment of the gentleman from l,ogan (Mr. Bowling.) 
making the Keepership a salaried office, &c., and 
the Keeper to be elected by the General .Assembly. 

.Mr. COMBS moved to amend so as to make the 
Keeper paj’ the interest on the whole amount in- 
vested, and not make it payable, as the bill pro- 
poses, by the partner.xhip — the State being made 
by the bill a two thirds partner with the Keeper. 

Mr. WINTEIISMITH explained the bill as it 
now stood, &c. 

Mr. ('OMBS advocated the amendment proposed 
by himself, and examined and explaineij the differ- 
ence lietween this bill and the one under which the 
present Keeper was elected. He would at a proper 
time move to strike out 8(5,000, the sum guaranteed 
as profits to the State, and insert jjjiO.OOO. 

Mr. (./OLLIXS had at first taken the same posi- 
tion as the gentleman from Fayette (Mr. Combs,) 
but he found by examining the whole bill, that the 
provisions by which the Keeper was to be benefited 
were balanced by subsequent sections placing obli- 
gations additional on the Keeper, &.c. He was op- 
posed to the amendment. 

Mr. (-O.MBS thought if the bill was so amended 
as to save 8800 to the State, there would even then 
be no difficulty in the election of a Keeper respon- 
sible and willing to take the partnership. 

3Ir. H.ARDA explained the bill as he understood 
it. He tliought it provided for u fair, equal and just 
distribution of the profits in proportion to the amount 
of duties and obligations imposed upon the State 
and Keeper respectively. He was iiHavor of the 
bill as it is and he should vote to sustain it. 

Mr. NEWELL judged of the future by the past; 
the State never had n ceived more than was guaran- 
teed to it, in the bill. There had been an offer 
made to the House by a person with good sureties, 
to take the IVnitentiary and pay therefor .§6,000, 
and he did not know why the State should not avail 
itself of such an offer, especially when it would 
save to the people the sum of nearly §2,000. 

The question being oh striking out; the yeas and 
nays being called, it was lost, 22 to 63. 

One o’clock having arrived the House took a re- 
cess of one hour and a half. 

EVENING SESSION. 

Mr. WINTERSMITH moved an amendment, by 
striking out the words ‘'net profits” in the 2d sec- 



tion, and inserting “as part of the expe?iscs," in order | 
to retain the amount of §5,000, as the minimum sum ! 
the State would accept as net profits; adopted. 

.Also, a similar amendment, in the 15th and 17th | 
sections; adopted. i 

Also, a verbal amendment, in the l7th section; 
adopted. 

Also, an amendment to the 9th section, making 
the amount of §5,000, the minimum that the State 
would accept. 

Air. NEWELL moved to strike out “§5,000” 
wherever it occurs in the bill, and insert §6,000. 

Mr. ILARDY could not vote for the amendment 
because he could have no evidence that it would af- 
ford more than a living at the pre.sent amount now 
given to the Keeper. The bill now provided for 
§5,000 absolutely, and as much more as the State’s 
proportion of the profits should amount to. 

Air. NEWELL said the State had been offered j 
.§6,000, and he wished to make the bill secure that 
amount to the State. 

Mr. S. YOUNG was in favor of the amendment, 
and advocated it. 

Air. ELLIOTT thought there w’as more care e.x- 
hibited by the members over the candidate for Keep- 
er, than he exhibited for himself. He thought the 
reduction of the net profits of the Keeper of §1,000 
by the adoption of this amendment, would not re- 
duce the number of candidates; but every one of 
them would still remain an anxious canvasser for the 
office. The Legislature was passing annually new i 
laws making more crimes punishable by confine- j 
ment in the Penitentiary, and in that way the j 
profits would annually increase in the proportion | 
to the increased number. 1 

The State would never get one farthing more than • 
was guarantied by this bill, and he was therefore in ; 
favor of increasing the amount to .§6,000. He ad- ! 
vocated the amendment at some length. 

Air. HARDA' was opposed to the amendment, be- 
cause dollars and cents should not be the only ob- 
ject; hut the House should be willing to pass such 
a law as would enable the Keeper to treat the con- 
victs humanely, and give them moral instructions, 
and a few of the little comforts of life, and thus pre- 
pare them for belter deeds when they left the insti- 
tution. 

Air. ELLIOTT replied to the gentleman from 
Barren, (Air. Hardy.) He did not wish to reduce 
the little comforts of life, or the moral instructions 
or humane treatment of the convicts. He again ii.d- 
vocated at some length, the amendment. 

Air. T. D. BROAA’N was opposed to the amend- 
ment. He wished to pass a bill that would do jiis- I 
ticeto the Keeper, in such a manner that the cc n- 
victs could have proper treatment. The object w as 
not to make money for the State; but it was to re- 
form the convicts, and prepare them for better dee ds 
when they leave the institution. He did not advo- 
cate the bill, or oppose the amendment upon per- 
sonal grounds; for any feelings of sympathy for 
any former Keeper, or present candidate for tha t , 
position. 

Air. NEWP3LL advocated the amendment at | 
some length. He did not wish to make any alter a- | 
lion in the other part of the bill, or the treatmei it j 
of the convicts. i 

Air. GR.AINGER thought the gentleman fre m 
Floyd, (Air. Elliott.) had predicated his estimatii m 
of the profits, upon the number of rogues which i le 
expected to get convicted under the new penal ei i- 
actnients. To judge of the future by the past, we 
o'jght not to expect more than §5,000. The pre- 
sent Keeper had placed the Penitentiary in its pre- 
sent good condition, and thus fitted it for making th<' 
profits which would enable him to pay the amount 
of §5,000, and he thought that enough. He advo- 
cated the bill and opposed the amendment at some 
length. 

Mr. JOHNSTON having been on the committe e 
felt called upon to make a statement of the facts in 
the case, as they appeared before the committee. — 
He did not vindicate or advocate the claims of an_v 
man; he thought that the adoption of the amend- 
ment would have the effect to deprive the convict s 
of their little necessaries, mural instructions, &.c ., 
and would result in final injury to the State. 

Air. GAINES was for making all the money ho 
could, and he would give the Penitentiary to the man 
who would give the most for it, &c., &c. 

Air. CHRISTOPHER said the additional §1,000 
must be made from one of two sources — either from 
the increased labor of the convicts, or in the ad- 
vanced price of the manufactured articles. The 
latter could not be expected and for the State to 
urge the former would be impolitic and unjust. The 
object of punishment was twofold, and one was to 
reform the convict and that should be the prime ob- 
ject of punishment, which could notso well be done 
under the amendment proposed as under the bill as 
it now’ stood. 

Mr. S. A'OUNG would not do any thing to effect 
the humane treatment, moral instruction or little 
comforts of the convicts and this amendment did 
not propose to do it and he therefore was in favor 
of the amendment, and hoped it would be adopted. 

Air. PRATT had had some experience in keeping 
a Penitentiary. The best mode for a State of dis- 
posing of the Penitentiary, was by leasing it out to 
the highest bidder, and appointing a Warden to 
guard against the inhuman treatment of the con- 
victs. 

He contended that these convicts should be used 
to the best advantage and in such a manner as would 
afford the most profit to the State. He did not be- 
lieve that one in a hundred could be effectually re- 
formed. He believed that it was not necessary to 
indict stripes upon convicts, but the Keeper should 
gain their good will and govern them in that way. 

He had been Keeper of the Penitentiary in In- 
diana and gave an eloquent and interesting account 
of that Institution, the manner in which it had been 
conducted by him, and tl>e manner of treatment of 
the convicts. 

Air. COAIBS was glad the gentleman from Scott 
(Air. Pratt) had been induced to give to the House 
the valuable information which he possessed. He 
had travelled over most of the United States, and 
his observation was corroborated by the gentlman’s 
experince. 

He now moved to refer the bill to select commit- 
tee of seven, with instructions to report on Friday a 
bill to lease the Penitentiary to the highest bidder. 

Air. AA’INTERSAIITH did think that the propo- 
sition of the gentleman from Fayette, (Air. Combs,) 
was the most monstrous one he ever had heard. He 
thought the whole matter altogether wrong, and 
not worthy of an argument in opposition. 

It was revolting to him to see even slaves struck 
off’ at auction; but to strike off white men by the 
wholesale, would be far beneath the high dignity 
of the State of Kentucky. He opposed the amend- 
ment at some length. 

Air. COAIBS was surprised at the holy horror of the 
gentleman from Hardin, (Air. W.) on this subject. 
This was a common sense matter; it was the turn- 
ing of the labor of thieves, murderers, robbers, cut- 
throats, &.C., which the State had taken from the 
community and placed in a penitentiary, into profit j 
to the State, against whose laws they had trans- ] 
gressed. It was a fair proposition to lease out the 
labor of the convicts to him who w'ould pay the 
most for it, instead of going in partnership with the 
lessee. 

Mr. COAIBS then withdrew his motion to com- 
mit. 

The question being on striking out §5,000, the 
yeas and nays being called, it was lost, 28 to 58.

The Senate is now sitting as a High Court of Im- 
peachment, for the trial of John A. Depf, Survey- 
or of Perry county, charged with high crime.s and 
misdemeanors in office. There are a large number 
of witnesses in attendance, and the examination 
progresses verv’ slowly. It is not possible, therefore, 
to give an o|Hiiion as to when it will be closed. The 
c.a8e excites but little interest beyond the neighbor- 
hood interested; and the trial, no matter how it may 
terminate, will result in nothing, except to prove 
the utter fallacy of prosecuting subordinate officers 
before the Senate sitting as a Court of Impeach- 
ment. 

A new bill chartering the Mobile and Ohio Rail- 
road Company, has passed both houses of the Ala- 
bama Legislature, and this it is thought will become 
a law’, as it has been rid of the objections urged by 
the Governor against a former one, and which he 
vetoed. 

A copy of this bill is now in the possession of B. 
» E. G KEY, Esq., of the Senate, and will be presented 

• to that body in a day or two. 

The Whigs or Fayette, held a meeting at the 
Court House in Lexington, on Monday last, for the 
^ purpose of appointing delegates to the Convention, 
which will assemble in this place on Tuesday next, 
to select candidates for Governor and Lieut. Gov- 
ernor. Fifty delegates were appointed, who are 
‘•expected to vote for those persons, who in their 
opinion, may be best qualified to bear in honor and 
continued triumph, the Whig flag of Kentucky.” 
A resolution wa.s adopted, approving the call by the 
Whig members of Congress, for a National ('on- 
vention, to select car.didat(*s for the Presidency and 
Vice-Presidency. The same delegates appointed to 
attend the Gubernatorial Convention, were request- 
ed to attend as representatives of the Whigs of 
Fayette, in a District Convention proposed to be 
holden in Lexington on the 3d Monday in March, 
for selecting a delegate to the National Convention 
lor the 6th Congressional district. 

The Washington I'nion is in exstacies at the 
prospect of division in the Whig ranks, which the 
venerable editor of that paper afTects to see so clear- j 
ly marked in the political horizon. The consulta- 
tion meeting, recently held by the Whig members 
of Congress, having for its object the settlement of 
the time and place for holding the Whig National 
Convention, was the subject of a long and adroitly 
written editorial, to prove that meeting the sure pre- 
cursor of Whig defeat; because, in the judgment of 
the I'nion, it will result in placing two Whig candi- 
dates for the Presidency in the field. If such a 
state of things could, by possibility, arise, there 
would be some reason in the exultations of the 
I'nion and the lesser lights of the Democratic 
^ press; but we are not willing to believe that the 
Whigs have so far forgotten their duty to the coun- 
" try, as to jeopard the triunip hof principles for which 
thev have contended for years — principles too, which 
they assert .are necessary to the stability and per- 

• manency of this Government, by dividing and dis- 
tracting the party, and destroying its power and use- 
fulness, in a mere contest for mm. 

But, we find among our friends, not exultations at 
the prospector division, but apprehension and alarm, 
from a fear that the otficial organ has more ground 
for its calculations and exultations, than ought to 
exist. Upon what foundation does this alarm rest? 
Is it believed that Mr. Clay and Gen. Taylor will 
both be candidates for the Presidency? Surely they 
will not; they must not. Both of them are Whigs; j 
their friends are members of tlie Whig party. The 
friends of Gen. Taylor will, we have every reason 
to believe, cheerfully and promptly come into the 
Whig National Convention, where the Old Hero’s 
claims *'.nd prospects will be fairly weighed and 
canvassed hy his Whig friends of the Union; and j 
' where, if he shall appear to be the “man for the 
occasion,” he will most unquestionably receive the 
suffrage of evciy Whig delegate. With the nom- 
ination of a Whig Convention, nothing could pre- 
vent his electii n. But, on the other hand, if, 
contrary to our expectation, the friends of Gen- 
eral Taylor, shall obstinately and captiously re- 
fuse to go into convention — determine to stand 
' out against it, and run him against, and in spite of 
a nomination, 4ie will be beaten — the nominee will 

• be beaten — the Whig party will be prostrated, and 
' the reign of Locofocoism will begin in good ear- 
nest. Or, if Gen. Taylor’s friends shall go into the 
Convention, and the friends of Mr. Webster, and 
3IcLean, and Scott, and Corwin, at the North, 

» shall determine to nominate some other man than 
Gen. Taylor, disregarding the Old Hero’s claims, 
we shall most assuredly be beaten. For Mr. Clay 
and his friends, we think we can speak. They will 
not, we are sure, jeopard the Whig cause. They 
will stand by the Whig party. Suppose, however, 
that we shall find them resolved to make the race 
without regard to the consequences. In either one 
of the cases we have stated, defeat and disgrace is 
as certain as fate. 

Contemplating precisely, such a state of case as 
we have here presented, where by division, and the 
running of a plurality of candidates, we shall find 
ourselves shamefully defeated, the correspondent 
of the Baltimore Patriot, says: 



“For one moment let every honest and patriotic 
Whig in the country suppose this to be done, and 
done too when the divisions of the Locofoco party 
were such as to convince every body that the union 
among the Whigs, and only an united effort, would 
produce a glorious Whig triumph, and what would 
be the state of feeling in every such Whig’s breast? 
What would be the amount of criminations, of ac- 
cusations and re-accusations that one whig of the 
Whig party would bestow upon the other? 

“These things should all be taken into considera- 
tion now, while it is time. Concessions, reasonable 
and honorable, should be made among the Whigs in 
all sections of the country. They should bear and 
j forbear, one section, and another section — indeed, 
j all sections! Do we want defeat, certain overwhel- 
j ming defeat? Then let certain leading Whigs in dif- 
ferent parts of the Union resolve that Mr. Clay shall 
be run, whether or no — whether he consents or not, 
and whether he shall be elected or defeated, and at 
the same time let other equally zealous and indiscreet 
leading Whigs in different parts of the country re- 
solve that Gen. Taylor shall be run, whether or no — 
whether he consents or not, and whether he will be 
elected or defeated! 

“This is the way to bring about certain defeat to 
the Whig cause! Is it right! The parties in the 
one case have the same independent right thus to 
act as have the parties in the other case! But is it 
right that they should do so! Is it right not only to 
jeopard, but to defeat the Whig cause, merely for 
the sake of running and standing by either Henry 
Clay or Zachary Taylor, great and deserving as 
each is in an eminent degree, in the forthcoming 
; Presidential campaign! Would Mr. Clay himself 
say it would be right? Would General Taylor ? 
Both cannot be elected. Better, far better, ths t 
neither should be, if some other W’hig could be uni- 
ted upon, than that they should both should be ru n 
and defeated, or, than the Locofidco party should 
again triumph! 

“ These are my sentiments, and I am free to avow’ 
them. I hold the triumph of the W’hig party para- 
mount to the elevation of any mirw, however great and 
deserving, to the Presidency. W’hat are men weigh- 
ed against principles! W’hat are the great men of 
the Whig party, if they will not yield their own 
claims to preferment for the triumph of their party? 

“ I call upon the Whigs every where to ponder and 
reflect upon the existing state of things, and to begin 
now to cultivate union, harmony and concert of ac- 
tion, in view of the fact, the yreat “fixed fact,” that 
but one Whig can now be elected President — that.if 
two Whigs are run, neither can succeed — and that if 
but one is run, he can and will be elected!” 

It is well to “ponder and reflect upon the existing 
state of things;” but wc cannot believe that the 
danger is as great as is apprehended by many. We 
cannot believe that a case can be made out, by 
which Mr. Clay and Gen. Taylor w’ill be placed in 
an attitude of hostility to each other, as candidates 
for the Presidency. “If,” says the correspondent 
of the North American, “Mr. Clay should consent 
to the use of his name, trhich has in no manner or 
form been indicated or authorized, and he should re- 
ceive the nomination of a National Convention, we 
have the best reason for believing, that Gen. Tay- 
lor, under no circiimstauces whatever, will permit 
his name to enter into the canvass. If, on the other 
hand, in view of the condition of the county, the 
Convention should select Gen. Taylor as our stand- • 
ard bearer, Mr Clay would cordially and zealously 
co-operate in his support, or in that of any other 
nominee who may be chosen.” 

General Combs. — If the Whig State Conven- 
tion should nominate a Green river man for Govern- 
or, the selection of a candidate for Lieut. Governor 
could not fall upon a better, a truer, or a more wor- 
thy Whig than Gen. Leslie Combs. His nomina- 
tion w’ould give universal satisfaction to the Whigs 
of Northern Kentucky, as well as to the whole 
State. Ardently devoted to the cause — a soldier — 
a gentleman — his name would add strength to tlie 
ticket, and do much towards securing a triumphant 
and glorious victory. 

We make the suggestion of this distinguished 
gentleman, in the event that a southern man re- 
ceives the nomination for Governor. The name of 
Gen. (Jombs is co-extensive with the State — his 
brilliant talents and self-devotion to the cause, have 
elicited the highest praise; and while his nomina- 
tion would evidence a just appreciation of his ser- 
vices, it would be gratifying to those who have fought 
long by his side, and encouraging to others who ad- 
mire his integrity of purpose and amiability in thei 
private walks of life . — Kentucky Whig. 

From Vera Cruz. — The schooner Decatur arriv- 
ed at New Orleans on the night of the 2d, from V’e- 
ra Cruz, having left there on the 24th ult. The on- 
ly item of news brought by her was a report of San- 
ta Anna having issued a pronunciamento calling for 
20.000 men, &ic., to continue the war. The report 
was said to have been brought to Vera Cruz by an 
express which arrived there from the interior, a few 
hours before the Decatur sailed.
